Among its provisions, LB637 would adopt the Postsecondary Institution Act and amend provisions of the Private Postsecondary Career 
School Act.

The Coordinating Commission for Postsecondary Education indicates that enactment of the bill would necessitate related changes to 
agency rules. Estimates of related costs (i.e. public hearing notice costs, commissioner travel expenses associated with a public 
hearing, and miscellaneous related expenses) outlined by the Commission total $895. While such estimated costs are not insignificant, 
it would appear that normal operating costs such as those associated with adoption of rules modifications could be accommodated 
without specific appropriation of funds.

The Department of Education estimates that two private postsecondary career schools currently under its jurisdiction would fall under 
the jurisdiction of the Coordinating Commission if LB637 were to be enacted. The Department estimates a nominal reduction in cash 
fund (fee) revenue ($2,500) with such a change in jurisdiction.
